A SECOND YUGOSLAVIA 


HONOLULU, May 12.—(/P)—The 


mightiest military force ever as- 
sembled in 
Hawaii, 
itself

strongest fortress under the Unit- 
ed States flag and perhaps in the 
world, today opened the army's 
1941 spring maneuvers. 
Approximately

the majority seasoned troops, will 
bo deployed to demonstrate and 
test the defenses of this Pacific 
bastion. 
"It has been assumed," said a 


statement.from the army command 
"that the United States Is facing 
attacks by enemy powers in both 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
and that hostile naval craft are 
known to be operating in the Ha- 
waiian area." 
This infirmation was 
released 


by Lieut-Gen. Walter 
C. Short, 
Hawaiian department commander, 
shortly after midnight, and troop 
activity followed almost immedi- 
ately. 
From Schofield barracks, Fort 
Shatter and Fort Armstrong, the 
most modern military equipment 
streamed forth in long convoys to 
the defense of Aahu Island. 


Hickman Field, 
reportedly the 


army's largest air base, sent Its 
great planes roaring In undisclosed 
number; Wheeler Field dispatched 
its swiftest pursuit ships; all out- 
lying Islands made ready to re- 
ceive planes so there would be no 
largo bombable concentrations of 
aircraft anywhere. 


The maneuvers will Incorporate 


the latest twists of strategy gath- 
ered from the war fronts of Eu- 
rope and China, Including the use 
of parachute troops.

BY HEALTH OFFICER 


AUSTIN, 
May 
9.—(Special).— 
Reports from the Pasteur Institute 
of the Texas state department of 
health indicate that positive exam- 
Inmations of 
animals 
for rabies 


(hydrophobia) during the first four 
months of 1941 were statistically 
less than for the same period for 
the past two years, according to 
Dr. George W, Cox, state health 
officer. 


The Pasteur Institute reports *v.at 
164 animals have been shown to 
have had rabies since the first of 
the year, out of 474 examinations. 
During 
1940, 1,488 examinations 
were made, 'revealing 394 positive 
cases of rabies in animals and 1,- 
094 negative. 
This was a decrease 


from 1939's cumulative 1,975 cases, 
of which 583 were found TO be pus- 
Hive and 1,392 negative. 
Rabies in man is rare but highly 


fatal unless Pasteur treatment is 
promptly Instituted. It is signifi- 
cant that one death in 103!) and one 
death in 1940 were reported from 
rabies In Texas, so rtureessful was 
the Pasteur treatment in the cases 
of personu bitten by rhs rabid ani- 
mals. 


Rabies in man 
usually 
results 


from the hite 
of infected 
dogs, 
though rabies may be spread by 
calves, sheep, squirrels, skunks, nnd 
horses. 
As a precaution ugalnat 
the spread of rabies, Dr. Cox ad- 
vised penning up all dogs euspect- 
ed of having rabies and keeping the 
animals under observation for at 
least. te,n days,, but not destroying 
the animal. 
This holds true for 


other animals similarly suspected 
of rabies. 


If a dog dies within'the observa- 
tion period, arrangements should 
be made to send the head of the 
animal to the Pasteur 
Institute, 
Austin, Texas, for rantes examina- 
tion. The family physician or local 
health officer can mak<! arrange- 
ments for shipping the head of the 
animal. 


"Promptly after rabies has boon 


established in animals, ,«ersnna who 
have been bitten should begin treat- 
ment to prevent development of 
symptoms. 
Treatment should be 


begun before laboratory examina- 
tion has been made in case a per- 
son has been bitten in tho face or 
on the hands, or has received ex- 
tensive wounds,"J)r.

Not Unprejudiced. 
The CIO steel workers organiza- 
tion committee struck at Bethle- 
hem plants in March in protest 
against ERP

until the court ruled on the appeal 
from the NLRB order. 


Representative Wuoaruff (Rep.) 
of Michigan, Issued in Washington 
a statement charging that "two 
officials on the payroll of the CIO" 
who are members of the defense 
mediation board "obviously cannot 
be unprejudiced, dispassionate and 
disinterested in the outcome of any 
negotiations in which their own 
parent organization is a party at 
interest." 


A strike of more than 200 mem- 
bers of an AFL union against the 
Smoot Sand and Gravel Company 
at Washington threatened to tie up 
nearly all construction In the na- 
tion's capital as the company sup- 
plies most of the materials used in 
concrete there.

"Outlawed Strike " 
In the meanwhile William Green, 
president of the AFL asserted in 
Patterson, N. J., yesterday that a 
walkout of union Machinists in San 
Francisco shipyards was an "out- 
lawed strike" and that the AFL 
was "appealing to the unions there 
to rescind their strike action." 
The walkout 
involves defense 
contract estimated by the workers 
at 5500,000,000. Green said It vio- 
lated a union-management agree- 
ment prohibiting either strikes or 
walkouts. The strikers want $1.15 
an hour instead of 51.12, plus con- 
tinuance of double pay for over- 
time. Union loaders in San Fran- 
cisco said their picket lines would 
keep 15,000 to 20,000 men away 
from work.
